ſubvert the eſſences, as they are calPd, of moral good 
and evil: overthrow the diſtinction of truth and falſe- _ 
hood : ſubſtitute Popiſh abſurdity for Britiſh ſenſe : and

man is - this to blaſpheme 
thus © who can forgive. ſins 
but God alone! but Feſus 22 
perceiving their reflexions, 
ſaid ta them, what do you 
mean by ſuch inſinuations ? 
Which is eaſier, to ſay, your 23 


fins are forgiven you, or to 


ſay, riſe up, and walk ? 
but that ye may know, that 24 
the ſon of man hath 
to forgive ſins, riſe, ſaid be, 
to the paralytick, tis I 
command you, take up your 
bed, and go home. imme- 23 
diately he ſtarted up before 
them all, took up the bed, 
where he lay, and went 
home, glorifying God. at 26 
this they were all ſeized with 
aſtoniſbment, and gave thanks 
to God, crying out with great 
reverence, What a wonder- 
ful inſtance of power have 
we ſeen this day ! | 
After this Feſus left tbe 27 
can 
named Levi, fitting at tha 
cuſtom-houſe, he ſaid io 
him, follow me. immedi- 28 
ately he roſe up, left all his 
affairs, and became his diſ- 
, ciple, 
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ciple Levi having prepa- 29 
red a handſom entertainment 

in his own houſe for him, a 
great number of publicans, 
and others, were likewiſe at 
table. but the Scribes and 30 
Phariſees of that place re- 
proach*'d his diſciples, and 
ſaid, why do ye eat and 
drink with publicans and 
ſcandalous people? but Fe-31 
ſus replied, they that are in 
health don't want a phyſi- 
cian : but they that are ſick. 

J came not to call ſaints, 32 
but ſinners to repentance, 


Then they ast d him, how 
comes it that Fohn's diſciples, 
and likewiſe thoſe of the 
Phariſees, are frequently 
faſting and praying, while 
yours are employed in eating 
and drinking? to which, , 
he anſwered, would you 
have the bridemen faſt, while 
the bridegroom is with them? 
however, the time will come, 25 
when the bridegroom ſhall 
be taken away from them, 
and then they will have oc- 
caſions enow of faſting. 

Beſides, he applied this 46 
femilitude to them. no man, 
ſaid he, puts a piece of new 
cloth upon an old coat: if 
he does, the new will ſtrain 
the old, and they will by no 
means ſuit one another. nor 37 
will any one put new wine 

into 
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v0 VE0v £16 OKOUG rap, into old Skins: if they do, 
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be put into new skins, and 
both will be preſerv' d. fo

if this man were @ prophet, 
he could not but know that 
the woman, who is fo buſy 
with him, is @ perſon of a 
looſe charatter.. in anſwer 40 
to his doubts, Feſus ſaid, 
Simon, I have ſomething to 
fay to you. maſter, ſaid be, 
lets hear it. 
A certain creditor had two 4.1 
debtors, the one owed five 
bundred denarys, and the 
other fifty. having not where- 42 
withal to pay it, be freely 
diſcharged them both of the 
debt, tell me now, which 
of the two will love. him 
moſt ? I think, ſaid Simon, 43 
he that had the greateſt debt 
remitted to him. you are 
in the right, ſaid Feſus. 
and turning to the woman, 44 
he ſaid to Simon, do you ob- 
ſerve this woman? though I 
am a gueſt in your houſe, 
you never offer d me any 
water for my feet: but 
ſhe has bath'd my feet with 
tears, and wiped them with 


the hair of her head. you 4 


did not ſalute me, but this 
woman, ſince ſhe came in, 
has been continually kiſſing 
my feet. you did not be-46 
ftow any oil upon my bead: 
but ſhe has poured her rich 
perſume upon my feet. where- 47 
fore, I tell you, her fins, 
which are numerous, are 


forgiven 3 and that is the 
his H h rea- 
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reaſon of all this love: but 
bis love is leſs, to whom 
leſs is forgiven, - then he ſaid 48 
to ber, your fins are forgiven. 
but they who ſat at table 49 
with him, began to ask one 
another, who 1s this, that 
pretends even io forgive ſins ?

Aſter this Feſus went a- 1 
bout, preaching to every city 
and village, proclaiming the 
retgn of the Meſſias, attended 
by his twelve apoſtles, and ſe- 2 
veral women, who had been 
delivered from evil ſpirits and 
cured of their diſeaſes : par- 
ticularly Mary Magdalene, 
who had been dijpoſſeſs d of 
ſeven demons : Foanna the 3 
wife of Chuza Herod*s high- 
ſteward : Suſanna, and ſe- 
veral others, who aſſiſted him 
with their fortunes. 


A vaſt number of people 4 
being aſſembled, and crowd- 
ing to him from all quarters, 
be thus addreſs'd himſelf to 
them by way of parable. a 5 
husbandman ent out to ſow 
his corn: and as be Was 
ſowing, ſome fell upon the 
beaten road, which was 
cruſh'd under foot, or de- 
voured by the birds. ſome 6 
fell upon very flony ground, 
which no ſooner ſpring 5 
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embraced the doctrine, but 
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but it wither'd away, for 
want of moiſture : ſome fell 7 
among thorns ;, but the thorns 
over-grew it, and ſtarv'd 
it. but ſome of the corn 8 
fell into good ſoil, and grew 
up, yielding a hundred grains 
for one. then raiſing his 
voice he concluded with theſe 
words, be that hath ears ta 
Hear, let him bear. 3 
But his diſciples having g 
ad him the meaning 
this parable ; he anſwered, 10 
the ſecret circumſtances of 
the divine diſpenſation may 
be clearly revealed to you, 
but to others only in parables, 
ſo that they don't obſerve 
what they ſee, nor compre- 
bend what they hear. now 11 
the meaning of the parable 
is this : the ſeed ſown ſigni- 
fies the word of God. by 12 
the beaten road is meant, they 
who only hear: the word, 
by the lurking wiles of the 
devil, being hinder*d from 
taking root in their hearts, 
leſt they ſhould believe and 
be ſaved. by the ſtony ground 13 
is underſtood ſuch perſons as 
receive indeed the dofrines 
they hear, with joy: but 
for want of reſolution, be- 
lieve only occaſionally, and 
deſert when the trial comes. 
the ground over-run with 14. 
thorns denotes ſuch as have 
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neſs, emo ments, and plea. 


prove it to any real advan- 
tage, but by the good ground 15 
is meant ſuch perſons as have 
received the doctrine with 


ſimplicity and ſincerity, a- 


bide by it, and practiſe it 
with perſeverance. 

Now, no one lights a lamp 16 
to hide it under a veſſel, or 
under a bed: but ſets it on 
a ſtand, to give light to all 
the company. whatever is 1 
now obſcure, ſhall hereafter 
be made clear; whatever is 
now conccal d, ſhall then be 
publickly known. improve 18 
therefore what you hear : 


for he that improves what 


he has, ſhall have more; 
but he that does not, ſhall 


loſe even that, which he 


thinks he poſſeſſes. 
One day the mother of 19 
Teſus, and-his brethren came 
to ſpeak with him, but could 
not get near by reaſon-of the 
crowd. ſo ſome of the com--20 
pany ſaid to him, your mo- 
ther and brethren are wait- 
ing without, deſiring to ſee 
you. but he anſwered them, 21 
my mother and brethren are 
theſe, who attena to the 
word of God, and pratiiſe il. 
* The ſame day Jeſus went 22 
on board a veſſel with bis

* Mark vi. 35. 
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diſciples, and ſaid to them,

Then they arrived at the 26 
country of the * Gadarenes, 
which lies oppoſite to Galilee, 
when he was landed, there 25 
met him a man, who be- 
long' d to the city Gadara, 
and had been for a long time 
poſſeſſed by demons. he did 
xot wear any cloaths, nor 
dwell in any houſe, but a- 
mong the tombs, upon ſee-28 
ing Feſus, he ſet up a great 
fell down before him, 
and roar d out, what hu fi- 
neſs have you with me, Fe-

| When the impure ſpirit ij 24 
gone out of a man, he wan- 
ders about the wilds in queſt 
of ſome repoſe : but finding 
none, I will return, ſays be, 
to the abode I have quitted.

[wept and garniſhed. then'26 
he goes and takes with him © 
ſeven other ſpirits more wic- 
ted than himſelf : they all en- 
ter in and dwell there, and 
the laſt ſtate of that man be- 
comes worſe than the firſt. 


As he woas diſcoup ſing thus, 2

Phariſee was ſurprixed to ſee 
that he did not waſh before 
dinner. upon which the Lord 39 
ſaid to him, you Phariſees 
won t leave any filth upon the 
outſide of a cup or a platter : 
while your conſciences are a- 
bandon'd to rapine, and ſen- 
ſuality. do you ſtupidly ima- 40 
gine that he, who made the 
outtward man, did not make 
the inward too? be but cha-41 
ritable to the utmoſt of your 
ability, and every thing will 
be pure to you. but wo unto 42 
you Phariſees : for you will 
pay the tythes of mint, and 
rue, and all ſorts of herbs, 
but as for juſtice and true pie- 
ty, thoſe you neglect. theſe 
you ought to have practiſed, 
without omilting however the 
other. wo unto you Phari- 43 
ſees, for you affect to have 
the firſt rank in the ſynagogue, 
and to be complimented in 
publicł places. wo unto you : 44 
for you reſemble ſubterraneous 
monuments, which men walk 
over, without perceiving them.

as on us, after we had be- 
lieved on the Lord Feſus 
Chriſt, how could I make any 
oppoſition to the divine will! 
Having heard this, they 18 26

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Nera eee likewiſe to 
the gentiles, on the terms of 
their repentance. 

In the mean time they wio 19 
were diſpers d upon the per- 
ſecution that aroſe after Ste- 
phen's time, had travelPd 
as far as Phenicia, Cyprus 


and Antioch, without preach- 
ing the goſpel to any, but 


Fews only. ſome of them 20 
were of Cyprus and Cyrene, 
and upon their arrival at 
Antioch they addreſs*d them- 
ſelves to the Greeks, and 
preach'd to them the Lord 
Jeſus. and as the divine aſ-21 
ſiſtance accompany*d them, a 
great number of perſons be- 
lieved and became converts. 

Of this the church at Fe-22 © 
ruſalem being appriz'd, they 
order d Barnabas to go to An- 
tioch; who upon his arrival 23 
there, was glad to ſee ſuch ef- 


fects of the divine grace, and 


exhorted them all to remain 
firmly attach*d to the chriſtian 
profeſſion : for he was a good 24 
man, and. full of the holy ſpi- 
rit and of faith: ſo that ma- 
ny converts were added to the 
church. at length Barnabas 2.5 
departed to Tarſus in queſt of 
Saul, and having found him, 


be conducted him to Antioch : 
where they reſided a whole 26 


year with that church, and 
inſtructed abundance of diſci- 
ples, 

, | 
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Fles, and theſe diſciples wer, 
the firſt that were denomina. 
ted Chriſtians, ; 
a! About that time ſome Pro- 
phets came from Feruſalem ty 
Antioch : and one of themy 
named Agabus foretold by the 
ſpirit, that there ſhould be g 
great famine, thro" all th 
World: - which according} 
happen d in the reign of Clay- 
dius Ceſar. - then the diſciple) 
determin*d: to ſend, each of 
them anſwerably to his abili- 
ties, ſome relief to the bre- 
thren reſiding in Fudea : 
whichthey actually perform d.; 
and ſent it by the hands of 
Saul and Barnabas to the 
presbyters at Feruſalem. 
About that time, king He- 
rod Agrippa began to perſe- 
cute ſome of the church, be 
caus'd James the brother of 
Jobn to be beheaded. and 
perceiving that the eus were 
pleas'd with this, be pro- 
ceeded to ſecure Peter di- 
ring the feaſt of unleavened 
bread : having apprehended 
Peter, he put him into pri- 
ſon, appointing a detachment Wl + 
of ſixteen ſoldiers to guard bin, Wl ' 
intending to have him brought 
to publick execution, after 
Eaſter. thus Peter waskej! 
in priſon, but the Church 
prayed to God, without cen 
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ing, for bim. now the very 6 
night preceding the day 
which Herod deſign'd for his 
execution, Peter bound with 
two chains, was ſleeping be- 
tween two ſoldiers, while the 
other guards ſecured the pri- 
ſon door; when an angel of 
the Lord ſuddenly appear'd 
and fill d the room with light, 
and touching Peter on the 
fide, awak*d him, ſaying, riſe, 
be quick. and immediately his 
chains fell from his hands. 
put on your girdle, continu*d g 
the angel, and bind on your 
ſandals : which he did. throw 
your cloak over you, ſaid the 
angel, and follow me. ſo he 
went out after the angel with- 
out knowing that what the 
angel had done, was real; 
but thinking it was all a vi- 


fron. when they had paſs d 
the firſt and y oy guard, = 


they came to the iron-gate that 
leads to the city, which open'd 
to them of itſelf : ſo they went 
out and paſs'd together thro* - 
one ſtreet : when all of a ſud-

have heard that you inftru# 
the Jews that are among the
